Electro- Desaication 
Electro - dessication 
is 
accom­ 
plished by the use of diathermy in 
which the current generates in the 
tissues a heat sufficient to destroy. 
It is more selective than ordinary 
surgical cauterization. Most com­ 
munities in the United States are 
not far from an institution which 
has apparatus of this kind. All com­ 
munities are close to an X-ray ap­ 
paratus. The X-ray will remove all 
plantar warts, although eleetro-des- 
sication is preferable for the large 
ones. 
B A s to cause, there is an old dis­ 
cussion among dermatologists about 
warts. Some unquestionably are in­ 
fections. 
But in most cases they 
are like benign tumors. 
Plantar 
warts are more likely to be the ef­ 
fect of pressure, 
moisture and 
chemical irritations than of infec­ 
tion.

Form on Bottom of Foot 
They generally form at points of 
pressure on the bottom of the foot.

I am sorry that I cannot recom­ 
mend any other methods, but it ie 
best for those interested to know 
that, simple as they may seem them­ 
selves, trying home remedies on 
them is just a waste of time. 
Electro-Dessication 
Electro - dessication 
is 
accom­ 
plished by the use of diathermy in 
w*hieh the current generates in the 
tissues a heat sufficient to destroy. 
It is more selective than ordinary 
surgical cauterization. Most com­ 
munities in the United States are 
not far from an institution which 
has apparatus of this kind. All com­ 
munities are close to an X-ray ap­ 
paratus. The X-ray will remove all 
plantar warts, although eleetro-des- 
sication is preferable for the large 
ones. 
As to cause, there is an old dis­ 
cussion among dermatologists about 
warts. Some unquestionably are in­ 
fections. But in most cases they 
are like benign tumors. Plantar 
warts are more likely to be the ef­ 
fect of pressure, moisture and 
chemical irritations than of infec­ 
tion.

CHICAGO, Aug. 4—More people 
were killed in the course of farm 
work than in any other one in­ 
dustry, 
according 
to 
the 
1939 
edition of Accident Facts, the Na­ 
tional Safety Council’s statistical 
yearbook. 
The agricultural accident death 
total in 1938 was 4,300, or 26 
percent of the all-industries total 
of 16,500. 
There were 4,000 accident fa­ 
talities in trade and service in­ 
dustries, 
2,700 
in 
construction 
work, 2,000 in transportation and 
public utilities, 2,000 in manufac­ 
turing and 1,500 in mining, quarry­ 
ing, oil and gas well operations. 
In addition to the deaths there 
were 1,350,000 work accident in­ 
juries. 
The total of deaths and 
injuries represented an economic 
loss of about $650,000,000, the 
Council estimates. 
However, 1938 deaths were 3 
percent fewer than in 1937, a sav­ 
ing of 2,500 lives.
